F. Noll of Fort Wayne on the 
silver jubilee of his consecration. 


It was the largest religious cere- 
mony ever held here. Thousands 
of laity, both Catholic and non- 
Catholic, lined the streets as scores 
of Monsignori, more than 6500 
priests, 100 Fourth Degree Knights 
of Columbus, 260 choir members 
and the Bishops made their way in 

rocession to the Cathedral of the 

mmaculate Conception, where the 
Jubilarian offered a Solemn Pon- 
tifical Mass of Thanksgiving. 


“Bishop Noll has been so much 
a part of the life of the Church 
in: the United States, and even in 
the world, during these 25 years 
that millions and millions of Cath- 
olics who have received from him 
precious spiritual gifts are taking 
part in this jubilee celebration and 
we feel that we are here repre- 
senting them and expressing their 
ervent congratulations and 
thanksgiving to God,” said His 
Eminence Samuel Cardinal Stritch, 
Archbishop of Chicago, who de- 
livered the sermon at the Mass. 


Cardinal Stritch and Archbishop 
Paul C. Schulte of Indianapolis, 
resided from sanctuary thrones as 

ishop Noll celebrated Mass. The 
prelates were assisted by priests 
of the diocese of Fort Wayne. 


‘Great Pathfinder’ 


Cardinal Stritch recalled that 
Bishop Noll celebrated his jubilee 
in the Cathedral Church “where he 
was baptized, received his first 
Holy Communion, was confirmed, 
was ordained to the holy priest- 
hood, celebrated his first Solemn 
Mass, was consecrated Bishop and 
for 25 years occupied its episcopal 
throne.” 


The Cardinal reminded that the 
“great pathfinding pioneer” in the 
field of journalism, founded and 
edits Our Sunday Visitor, and also 
founded The Family Digest, The 
Acolyte and The Priest magazine. 


“The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference building in Washing- 
ton,” Cardinal Stritch said, “exists 
today because Bishop Noll, through 
Our Sunday Visitor, raised $119,- 
000 for the erection of its facade, 
which is an appropriate back- 
ground for that “great statue, 
‘Christ, The Light Of The World,’ 
also donated by Our Sunday Visi- 
tor.

Bishop William D. O’Brien, Aux- 
iliary of Chicago and President of 
the Catholic Church Extension So- 
ciety, was toastmaster. “Bishop 
Noll,” he said “has been on the 
board of the Church Extension So- 
ciety almost from the beginning. In 
the early days, he was our greatest 
benefactor. Then, the annual 
profits of Our Sunday Visitor 
were turned over to the society and 
more than any other single gift, 
helped in the establishment of our 
society. His interest in mission 
work has never lagged and he con- 
tinues to this day a member of the 
Extension board as well af Treas- 
urer of the American Board of 
Catholic Missions, a post he has 
held for 25 years.” 


Archbishop Schulte told of the 
cooperation given in provincial af- 
fairs by Bishop Noll. He cited as 
one example: “Totally without 
solicitation, Bishop Noll, hearing 
that a new church was planned for 
the 1,600 Catholic students attend- 
ing the University of Indiana in 
Bloomington, and feeling that 
many of those students came from 
his diocese, contributed, throdgh 
Our Sunday Visitor, $100,000 for 
the students’ church.” 


Bishop Michael J. Ready of Co- 
lumbus, formerly General Secre- 
tary of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, spoke on “Our 
Jubilarian and the N.C.W.C.” 

“By way of anomoly,” Bishop 
Ready said, “it is interesing to 
point out that John Francis Noll 
actually served the N.C.W.C. be- 
fore it was established” and has 
continued “to serve it with unflag- 
ging devotion and extraordinary 
generosity to the present day.” 

Bishop Ready explained that 
Bishop Noll was a member of the 
general committee on Catholic 
affairs and interests which met at 
Notre Dame University in July, 
1919. The purpose of the commit- 
tee, he continued, was to prepare 
for the organization of the N.C. 
W.C., and at the meeting, “Father 
Noll’s name led the list of signers 
of a report on the Catholic Press 
which was submitted to the meet- 
ing of the Hierarchy at the Catho- 
lic University in September, 1919. 
It was at that historic meeting of 
the Bishops that the N.C.W.C. was 
founded,” 


' ‘Light Of World’ 


In recounting Bishop Noll’s part 
in making possible the N.C.WC. 
headquarters building in Washing- 
ton with its impressive statue of 
Christ, The Light Of The World, 
Bishop Ready remarked: 

“Bishop Noll started a campaign 
in Our Sunday Visitor in 1906, 
at the request of a good lady in 
Topeka, Kan., to collect funds to 
place an — statue of Christ 
in the Capital of the Nation .. .

Graymoor Priest 
Killed In Crash 


Garrison, N. Y¥.—(NC)—A _ Sol- 
emn Mass of Requiem was offered 
at the Graymoor Monastery, here 
for the Rev. Augustine Walsh, 
'S.A., a member of the Graymoor 
| Fathers Mission Band, who was 
| killed when a Northwest Airlines 
|DC-4 crashed into Lake Michigan 
itaking a toll of 58 lives. 

Father Walsh was on his way 
to Deer River, Minn., to fulfill a 
preaching assignment at St. 
Mary’s Church when the most dis- 
astrous crash in U. 5S. yviation 
history occurred. He was born 
December 25, 1905, in Cork, Ilre- 
land, and began his studies for the 
priesthood at St. John’s Atonement 
Seminary, Graymoor, in 1922. He 
made his profession of vows to the 
late Father Paul James Francis, 
the founder of the Society of the 
Atonement, on August 25, 1927. 
After completing his studies at the 
Catholic University of America 
in Washington, he was ordained on 
June 13, 1933. 

Father Walsh was first assigned 
to Our Lady of the Atonement 
Shrine, Smoky Lake, Alberta, Can- 
ada. He then taught at the Gray- 
moor Seminary until he was made 
assistant superior at the Atone- 
ment. Seminary, Washington, D. C. 
In September, 1938, Father Walsh 
left the United States to become 
chaplain at the Convent of the 
Franciscan Sisters of the Atone- 
ment, Rossinver, Kiltyclocher, 
County Leitrim, lreland, where he 
remained for eight years. Since 
his return to America ke had held 
‘various capacities at the Mother- 
house at Graymoor. He was as- 
signed to the Graymoor Fathers 
Mission Band in 1949.

The organization of the Catholic 
apostolate for men and for women 
in the Diocese of Fort Wayne has 
been used time and time again by 
other bishops for their dioceses 
and has stimulated zeal in the lay 
apostolate which reaches _ into 
every corner of the diocese. 


These are only a few of the 
creations of the zeal of Bishop 
Noll in his diocese. There are 
the churches he has built, the 
institutions of charity and, of 
course, that educational institu- 
tion which is the apple of his 
eye,~his seminary. 

In pointing out particularly 
these creations of the Bishop’s zeal 
in the field of the lay apostolate, 
I want to emphasize that in Catho- 
lic lay action here in the United 
States, Bishop Noll -has been a 
great pathfinding pioneer.

Bishop Noll ‘was a charter mem- 
ber of the National Catholic 
Press Association and through 
the years has been actively in- 
terested in its work. 


He also set up the periodical, the 
Family Digest, which now enjoys a 
circulation of more than 150,000. 
In 1925 he began issuing the 
Acolyte, which in 1945 became the 
Priest. 

He is the author of many books. 
All of us know that most helpful 
little volume, “Father Smith In- 
structs Jackson,” which has gone 
through 60 large editions. 


His other books have been 
timely. If controversial, they 
have been constructive in their 
presentation of sound Catholic 
truth. It is just simply impossi- 
ble to think of the history of the 
Catholic press during these 25 
years without having the figure 
of Bishop Noll before you. 

Everybody knows the deep” un- 
derstanding charity of Bishop Noll 
for the missions. He sponsored the 
Society of Missionary’ Catechists, 
who through mission fields go 
about teaching Catechism and min- 
istering ‘to stray souls the truths 
of the Gospel. 

These missionaries have their 
motherhouse.here in the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, and Victory Noll will 
always proclaim the understand- 
ing charity of Bishop Noll for the 
missions of the Church.

By way of anomaly it is inter-?+ 


esting to point out that John Fran- 
cis Noll actually served the NCWC 
before it was established. He has 
continued, to serve it with unflag- 
ging devotion and extraordinary 
generosity to this present day. 

Father Noll was a member of a 
General Committee on Catholic 
Affairs and Interests which met at 
Notre Dame University in July, 
1919. The Committee’s purpose 
was to prepare for the organiza- 
tion of what was to be the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Council. 
At the Notre Dame meeting, Fa- 
ther Noll’s name led the list of 
signers of a report on the Catholic 
Press which was submitted to the 
Meeting of the Hierarchy at the 
Catholic University in September, 
1919, It was at that historic meet- 
ing of the Bishops that the NCWC 
was founded. 


Since Bishop Noll’s name down 
the years has Bie identified as the 
providing angel for so many great 
Catholic projects, it if highly sig- 
nificant that in 1919 he wrote 
the report that outlined a method 
of financing a nationally represen- 
tative Press and Literature Com- 
mittee for the proposed NCWC. 
Eventually this Committee became 
the highly successful Press De- 
partment of the Conference with 
its world-wide NC news coverage. 


Throughout the _ intervening 
years, Father Noll participated in 
the affairs of the Press and Litera- 
ture Committee and soon after his 
Episcopal Consecration he was in- 
vited by the Administrative Board 
of Bishops to advise the members 
on matters pertaining to the bet- 
terment and extension of the 
Catholic Press. In 1930 Bishop 
Noll was chosen to represent the 
NCWC at the famous International 
Catholic Week in Geneva. 


In 1931 he was first elected a 
member of the Administrative 
Board and began then the long 
and distinguished service which, 
with the exception of only a few 
years, continues to this happy day 
of Silver Jubilee. Throughout 
most of that long period, Bishop 
Noll acted as Secretary of the 
Board and held the important 
Chairmanship of the Lay Organi- 
zations Department. 


The beloved Bishop’s achieve- 
ments in his various assignments 
throughout those years are known 
by this rejoicing audience. The 
very statement of the groupings 
of years of that service indicate 
the importance and quality of the 
great leadership of the Bishops of 
the Administrative Board in which 
he participated. The first term of 
Bishop Noll’s service on the Board 
was from 1930 to 1987. In this 
pret the Church was concerned 

y the fierce anti-Catholic persecu- 
tions in Mexico. Pius XI issued 
the notable encyclical on Christian 
Marriage, Capital and _ Labor, 
Catholic Action. Education in those 
years and their principles were em- 
ora for our own country by 

ishops’ statements and pastorals. 
It was the time of the bloody 
Spanish, Civil War with its serious 
impacts in this nation. A Holy 
Year, two international Euchdris- 
tic Congresses, the challenging 
forces of Nazism and Fascism in 
Germany and Italy; the social and 
economic crisis represented by the 
great depression, the beginnings 
of the school controversy, danger- 
ous developments in the moral 
field as film and literature inde- 
cency increased, birth contro] and 
sterilization campaigns and the 
rampant atheism of Communism 
put the Church on a wide and criti- 
eal offensive front. 


Bishop Noll’s second tour of duty 
as a member of the Administrative 
Board was from 1941-1946. This 
was the period of world crisis with

Bishop Noll served on the NCWC 
Administrative Board of Bishops 
throughout those historic years and 
serves presently as the Board’s 
Secretary. During this time, too, 
Bishop Noll, in 1933, was a char- 
ter member of the Bishop’s Com- 
mittee on Motion’ Pictures which 
launched the Legion of Decency. In 
1938, the tireless, resourceful Bis- 
hop of Fort Wayne outlined the 
need of combating salacious books 
and magazines and was named 
Chairman of the Bishop’s Commit- 
tee which founded the National 
Organization for Decent Litera- 
ture. : 


In these necessarily sketchy par- 
agraphs on the Bishop’s relations 
with the NCWC, I. shall find it 
difficult to speak briefly on the 
subject of Bishop Noll’s: part in 
making possible the monumental 
building in Washington ‘whose 
ninety-foot striking facade en- 
shrines the statue of Christ, the 
Light of the World, and whose 
structural facilities serve as the 
headquarters of the multiple ac- 
tivities for the Church and nation 
identified with the world famous 
monogram NCWC. Bishop Noll 
started a campaign in the Our 
Sunday Visitor in 1936, at the re- 
quest of a good lady in Topeka, 
Kansas, to collect funds to place 
an imposing statue of Christ in the 
capital of the nation. The details 
of the campaign are well-known to 
your 


Some of the circumstances of 
the monument-building project 
stand out indelibly in my memory. 
I remember touring Washington 
and its environs with the Bishop 
on a couple muggy days in search 
of a satisfactory site for the monu- 
ment. The suitable places, accord- 
ing to the District of Columbia 
Fine Arts Commission, were pre- 
empted by Caesar. There were no 
attractive Capital vistas open for 
Christ. We thought for some weeks 
that we could get the property 
across the street from the present 
NCWC. It converged at Thomas 
Circle from Massachusetts Avenue 
and N Street. It was tied up in an 
estate controversy and as far as | 
know it still is in litigation. 


Our manetverings around Mass- 
achusetts Avenue brought us 
closer to the idea that the NCWC 
had good property on one of Wash- 
ington’s great avenues which could 
be the site for two excellent pro- 
jects instead of one. I remember 
the keen interest of Bishop Noll 
in the suggestion that both monu-

At the dedication of a parochial school at East Williston, L. I., 

the Mayor of the city gave the principal address, and ob- 
served that the Catholic Church not only had the right but the 
duty to engage in the work of education. Ever since she was 
commissioned by Christ Himself more than nineteen centuries 
ago to “go teach all nations,” he said: “She came forth from the 
Catacombs a teaching organization. When Constantine issued his 
famous Edict of Milan in the year 313, She was allowed to teach 
for the first time unmolested. What was the result? Her scholars 
and teachers went forth and converted. practically all the nations 
of Europe. Augustine went to England, Patrick to Ireland, Boni- 
face to Germany, Columba to Scotland, Olaf to Norway, and Cyril 
to the Slavs.” : 


Most people seem not to take note of the fact that the first 
schools throughout Europe were all Church schools. The Bene- 
dictines went forth from Italy in the seventh century as a Teach- 
ing Order, and established schools everywhere they set up a 
monastery. They taught not merely reading, writing and arith- 
metic, but agriculture to the peasants and arts and letters to 
others. The Trivium and Quadrivium actually formed the basis 
of the education of practically all schools during the Middle Ages 
and since. 


Professor Hutchins, Chancellor of the University of Chicago, 
told the writer a few years ago that he thought the Catholic 
Church had made a mistake in following the new ideas, when It had 
something so much better. 


The Mayor of East Williston, after recounting the discovery 
and exploration of this country by Catholics, and noting that the 
oldest city in the United States was named by them St. Augus- 
tine, and the second oldest Santa Fe, which means Holy Faith, and 
the Pacific coast cities of Los Angeles (Holy Angels), San Fran- 
cisco (St. Francis), San Antonio (St. Anthony), Sacramento (the 
Blessed Sacrament), he touched upon the significance of the con- 
stitutional provision ‘Congress shall make no law respecting the 
establishment of religion.” He noted that the Founding Fathers 
certainly had no intention of divorcing God from education, as the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court would imply. They cer- 
tainly had no intention of rebuking the founders of Harvard and 
Yale and Columbia and Princeton and Rutgers and Dartmouth, of 
the Universities of Chicago and Northwestern, and of a hundred 
other colleges and universities, established by churchmen for the 
one purpose of preventing the separation of what God had joined 
together, namely, the soul and the body, life here and life here-

Even after that provision was written into the Constftution 
practically every religious body in the United States conducted 
schools, and continued to do so for sixty years when the present 
public school system, divorced from denominational influence but 
not from religion, was established. Even at that time practically 
every public school teacher was also a Sunday School teacher, 
which made it easy for the children attending the public schools 
to receive religious instruction outside the classroom; but it has 
not been so during the last couple of generations. Our schools 
have been taught by thousands of instructors who themselves were 
not church attendants, but rather, in many cases, agnostics and 
pure secularists. 

Religion was always regarded as the basis of true culture, and 
it is because of its exclusion from the school program today that 
children regard it as something of very little importance. Parents 
of the present day school population also went through schools 
from which religion was excluded, and that is why we have 
70,000,000 people in the United States today who do not know the 
ABC’s of religion. It also explains, according to J. Edgar Hoover, 
the parental delinquency which occasions the ever-increasing juve- 
nile delinquency. 

Our nation must have a soul, must seek guidance from Divine 
Providence, even if it would endure and have a_ trustworthy 
citizenry, 

The youth of our generation must become deeply shocked at 
the many court trials of people high in the councils of the gov- 
ernment, indicted for perjury. That means that they lie, even 
under oath; that their word cannot be trusted; that they insult 
Almighty God by calling Him to witness that their lie is actually 
truth. People who do not know anything about religion certainly 
cannot think straight when they deal with any matter that has a 
religious or moral aspect. Their conclusions must be based more 
on expediency than on conviction; to them appeasement is the best 
solution of most problems, at least as a temporary arrangement. 
It seldom occurs to them that they cannot expect either justice or 
fairness from the heads of professedly atheistic governments—and 
these are the kinds of governments which are creating all the 
trouble for the world and with which they must deal. It does not 
occur to them that in another generation we may have a pre- 
dominantly atheistic citizenry in practice. We say “in practice,” 
because while the majority of our people will not profess atheism, 
not knowing anything about God or the human soul or the terms 
of salvation, they will live as though there were no God and, 
therefore, will count Him out if, by so doing, they will better get 
along with the governments which do profess atheism.

During the seven months Father 
Noll spent at Elkhart, there was 
not’ a single death among parish- 
ioners, but he was called to wait 
on a-dying tramp at the County 
Poor House, located half way be- 
tween Elkhart and Goshen. 

The poor fellow was from Con- 
necticut. He told the priest how he 
had been resting quietly in a box- 
car near the Elkhart station when 
someone, perceiving him, had fired 
a shot into his chest.

The last of the sacraments he 
was to administer as a priest, Mat- 
rimony, presented problems _in- 
finitely more complex than all the 
others combined. He realized early 
in his stay at Elkhart that there 
would be many mixed-marriages 
arising in the parish. There were 
teo few Catholic families in the 
community for the boys and girls 
to find suitable wives and husbands 
among their own, so it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that many of his 
parishioners would marry those of 
another belief. There was a two- 
fold possibility in such marriages: 
either the Church lost a member 
and the children born of the mar- 
riage, or the Church gained the 
children and possibly the non- 
Catholic party. It was Father 
Noll’s business to see that the lat- 
ter would be the result. 

He found himself faced, from 
the very beginning, by a wall of 
blind prejudice. Most of the Prot- 
estant families in the town knew 
little of the Catholic Church, and 
looked upon the priest with a 
jaundiced eye. They had only 
slight contact with him, knew 
nothing about him personally, 
knew only vague suggestions of 
weird happenings in the priest- 
hood, of the strange Latin mumbo- 
jumbo whispered in church. They 
were, in general, average people, 
and their relations with him were 
by ho means dictated by vicious- 
ness, but only by a lack of any 
real knowledge. 

And this ignorance was not con- 
fined to the Protestants alone. His 
own parishioners astounded him 
occasionally with their own gro- 
tesque notions about the Faith. 
They did not help very much when 
he spoke to non-Catholics about 
the Church, then found later that 
a well-meaning parishioner in later 
conversation had, in his ignorance, 
contradicted much that he had 
said to the non-Catholic. The real- 
ization grew on him that his first 
big task was to instruct his own 
laity before he began to worry 
about those outside the Church. 

He had a rather trying time 
one evening with one of the Prot- 
estant boys from the neighborhood 
who was about to marry a Cath- 
olic girl. He had invited both of 
them to his office, and on the fol- 
lowing night the boy came back 
alone. He entered, watching the 
priest with suspicious eyes. Their 
conversation became aimless, for 
the boy was obviously not paying 
attention to what the priest was 
saying.

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"Could The Bible 
Contain Mistakes?

Our correspondent cannot accept 
the decision of the Council of Trent 
in 1546, to the effect that the 
Latin Vulgate is “the only recog- 
nized and authoritative version,” 
because, according to a number of 
Catholic writers, the Vulgate con- 
tains many errors in translation. 


The Catholic Church has never 
defended the thesis that ae J mod- 
ern translation of the Bible, or 
even that of St. Jerome back in 
the fourth century, is absolutely 
free from mistranslations of words. 
The Church’s position is that the 
Vulgate represents a true rendition 
of the original as far as matters 
dealing with faith and morals are 
concerned. 


Bound To Be Mistakes 


We made the point in the issue, 
to which the gentleman refers, that 
it would have been impossible, hu- 
manly speaking, for thousands of 
monks, in that many different 
monasteries, each to copy a manu- 
script version of the Bible without 
making some mistake in “copy- 
ing.” Understand that there was 
no other way of having a second 
or a third, or a hundredth or a 
thousandth version of the same 
manuscript except by copying. It 
was later that the work of trans- 
lation into many languages be- 
gan, and there was danger, of 
course, of the translator making 
minor mistakes. 


The gentleman quotes Catholic 
sources to prove that the Catholic 
Bible does contain some mistakes 
in translation. But they do not 
admit that these mistakes are sub- 
stantial or that they change the 
sense of the text. 

For that matter the Protestant 
Bible has been revised many times, 
precisely because its previous edi- 
tions had contained so many 
errors.

And I believed it. 

Next -I did a thing that we all 
have to do: I grew up. And I grew 
up without questioning the truth 
of what I had been tanght. 

The time came when I decided to 
become a Church of England cler- 
gyman. For this purpose I entered 
an Anglican theological college. 
And there I must confess I began 
to get somewhat muddled; for I 
could not find out what I should 
have to teach when I became an 
Anglican clergyman. Even to my 
youthful mind it became abundant- 
ly clear that-my various tutors were 
contradicting each other on vital 
matters of Christian doctrine. My 
own fellow students were perpetu- 
ally arguing on most fundamental 
points of religion. I finally emerged 
from that theological college feel- 
ing somewhat like an addled egg, 
and only dimly realizing that the 
Church of England had given me 
no theology. I appreciated later 
that it had no system of theology 
to give. 


Holiday In Rome 


It was during that period at col- 
lege that I first of all went out to 
Rome, on a holiday. And while 
there I managed to see no less a 
person than the Pope of Rome him- 
self. It was Pope Pius X—being 
borne into St. Peter’s on the 
sedia gestatoria. He passed quite 
close to where I was standing, and 
I could see his face very gene 
It was the face of a saint. I could 
only suppose that somehow he had 
managed to keep good in spite of 
being the Pope of Rome, That in- 
cident left a deeper impression on 
my mind than I was aware of at the 
time. 

I kept a diary of all that I saw in 
Rome, and wrote in it: “I can quite 
imagine a susceptible young man 
being carried away by all this, and 
wanting to become a Roman Cath- 
olic.” I myself was safe from the 
lure of popery, of course. 

As a full-fledged Anglican clergy- 
man I first of all worked in a coun- 
try parish." At the end of a year, 
however, my vicar and I came to 
the conclusion that it would be 
wiser to part company; for we were 
disagreed as to what the Christian 
religion was. 

I then went to a parish in the 
East End of London, down amon 

the costers, hop pickers, and doc 

laborers. I went down there full of 
zeal, determined to set the Thame’ 
on fire. I very soon discovered, 
though, that the vast mass of East 
Enders had no interest at all in the 
religion that I professed. Out of 
the six thousand or so in the parish 
not more than one or two hundred 
even came near the church. Our 
hoppers’ socials in the Parish Hall 
were well patronized, however. 
Great nights, and a thrilling din 
of barrel organ, dancing, and sing- 
ing. I found the Donkey Row hop- 
pers immensely lovable and affec- 
tionate. We 
with them each September in 
hopfields of Kent. It was social 
work, The mass of them we could 
not even touch with religion,

my vicar, to whom at first I was too

no qualms about the Anglican reli- 
gion. How far I sincerely believed 
that I was a “Catholic” during that 
period I find it difficult to estimate 
now. Sufficiently at any rate to 
argue heatedly with Low Church 
and “modernist” clergy in defense 
of my claim. And sufficiently to be 
thoroughly annoyed with a Roman 
Catholic lady who, whenever we 
met, told me she was praying for 
my conversion. to the “True 
Church,” and a Franciscan friar in 
the hopfields who told me the 
same. I felt like telling them they 
could pray until they were black 
in the face. I remember, too, that 
whenever I met a Roman Catholic. 
priest I experienced a sense of in- 
feriority and a vague feeling of not 
quite being the real thing, or at 
least of there being an indefinable 
but marked difference between us. 


It was when I could no longer 
avoid certain unpleasant facts with 
which I was confronted in my 
work as an Anglican clergyman 
that the first uneasiness came. 

One day I was in the house of 
a certain dock laborer who lived 
exactly opposite our’ church but 
never darkened its doors. I chose 
the occasion to ask him why not? 
His reply flattened me out; it was 
to the effect that he could see no 
valid reason for believeing what 
I taught in preference to what the 
“Low Church bloke dohn the road” 
taught. I could not give a satis- 
factory answer to his challenge. 
I don’t suppose he believed in 
either of us really; but he had 
placed me in a quandary. We were 
both Anglican clergymen, and ‘we 
were both flatly contradicting each 
other from our respective pulpits. 


By What Authority? 


It set a question simmering in 
my mind: “Why should -anybody 
believe what I taught?” And a 
further question: “What authority 
had I for what I was teaching?” 


I began, for the first time with 
real anxiety, to examine the Angli- 
can Church. And with that ex- 
amination I found I could no longer 
blind myself to certain patent 
facts, which hitherto I had brushed 
aside. The Established Church was 
a church of contradictions, of 
parties, each of whom had an equal 
claim to represent it, and all of 
which were destructive of its gen- 
eral claim to be part of the Church 
of Christ—directly one affirmed 
its unity. As far as authority was 
concerned, it was possible to be- 
lieve anything or nothing without 
ecclesiastical interference. 

You could be an extreme “Anglo- 
Catholic” and hold all the . 
trines of the Catholic Church ex- 
cept the inconvenient ones like 
papal infallibility; you could be an 
extreme modernist and deny (while 
retaining Christian terms) all the

Msgr. F. Rempe lived to see the 
parish reach the peak of attain- 
ment with the construction of a 
kindergarten unequaled in its facil- 
ities. The year 1945 marked the 
opening of the Norman-Gothic 
“Kindergarten Castle” as it is 
called and also the death of St. 
Clement’s first pastor. In his own 
words, Monsignor had lived long 
enough to execute one of his favor- 
ite dreams—the design for a chil- 
dren’s dream home. 


From the beginning of St. Clem- 
ent’s existence, the Sisters of Saint 
Francis of Mary Immaculate, 
Joliet, Tl., had handled the school 
affairs and continue to this date. 
The cornerstone on the school 
building indicates a 1925 push onto 
the road of education with a com- 
plete eight year grammar school 


training for high school students. 
A later third floor addition to the 
combination building marked the 
merging of the 2nd year course to 
the 8rd year plan. ‘As the school 
now nears the 10th year of its 
complete 4 year academic, college- 
preparation schedule, the parish 
can claim an all-round education 
for its members. 


The death of St. Clement’s found- 
ing pastor, gained a new one in 
the Rev, Edward O. Leiser. Former

Through the Federation, the, 
Catholic college student in the 
United States was introduced to 
world society by means of the 
Overseas Program. Born at the 
Sixth National Congress of the 
NFCCS in Chicago, the Program 
marked the first appearance of 
American Catholic collegians on 
the international student scene 
through one unified activity. 


Foreign Relief 


The Overseas Program, original- 
ly the Student Relief Campaign, 
came into existence because the 
Federation accomplished more than 
foreign student relief; it was an 
organization pointed toward help- 
ing these war orphans intellectual- 
ly as well as materially. The Cath- 
olic college student felt it his per- 
sonal responsibility to direct help 
to these students in the world-wide 
battle. of ideologies. Through the 
Overseas Program the American 
student could then directly help 
in the European students’ fight 
against Communism, 


No, we have no ambassadors to 
send, no peace treaties to attend; 
however, our activities are bring- 
ing results which equal, if they do 
not surpass, tHe diplomatic re- 
orts our representatives are 

ringing back from Europe and 
other parts of the world. - 


The NFCCS§ has raised the great- 
est relief sum ever attained by 
any student organization. The total 

‘ sum of funds and goods which had 
reached Asia and Europe through 
the NFCCS campaign as of last 
year is $750,000, a great anti- 
Communist influence upon our 
brethren “over there.” 


The Overseas Program has fur- 
ther concerned itself with the 
placement of Displaced Persons in 
the United States. It has or- 
ganized a scholarship movement, 
through which these war orphans 
are studying in NFCCS colleges 
and universities throughout the 
country. More than $400,000 has 
been raised thus far by students 
cooperating with this program.

During the past year the NFCCS 
has undertaken an almost unbeliev- 
able operation, a branch of the 
Overseas Program—The Foreign 
Travel Program for the Holy Year. 
Thanks to the Federation, which 
has attacked the herculean feat of 
a $500 per person comprehensive 
travel itinerary of Western Eur- 
ope, the Overseas Program has the 
most economical Holy Year travel 
available in the United States. 
As a result, students who ordinar- 
ily would have no chance whatso- 
ever to visit the Vatican this Holy 
Year are participating in the 
NFCCS student trip, the largest 

oup pilgrimage for this Holy 

ear from any place in the world. 


Through the National Federa- 
tion of Catholic College Students 
those who attend Catholic colleges 
and universities in the United 
States are afforded an opportunity 
to take their stand as Americans 
on the international scene, and 
gratefully accept the challenge of- 
fered them in the world of youth.

Different prophets of. the Old 
Law are quoted to explain what is 
happening in our world today, and 
to change peoples’ mind concern- 
ing the Last udgment and what 
will follow it as told by Christ 
Himself, reported by St. Matthew, 

We opened the Bible quite at 
random just now and found these 
words in the first verse of the 24th 
Chapter of Isaias: “Behold the 
Lord shall lay waste the earth, and 
shall strip it, and shall afflict the 
face thereof, and scatter abroad 
the inhabitants thereof.” Now 
those words could be quite suitably 
applied to the recent war when 
cities, towns, the countryside, and, 
in a quite literal sense, nearly 
whole countries were laid waste. It 
could refer to the more than 12,- 
000,000 expeliees who were driven 
from eastern to western Germany. 
But it is quite certain that that -is 
not the interpretation to be given 
in that text. 

In the third verse of the same 
Chapter we read: “With desolation 
shall the earth be laid waste, and it 
shall be utterly spoiled: for the 
Lord hath spoken this word.” In 
the 5th verse we read: “And the 
earth is infected by the inhabit- 
ants thereof; because they have 
transgressed the laws, they have 
changed the ordinance, they have 
broken the everlasting covenant.” 
Verse six reads: “Therefore shall a 
curse devour the earth, and the in- 
habitants thereof shall sin; and 
therefore they that dwell therein 
7 be mad, and few men shall be 
eft.” 


By private interpretation those 
observations could be made applic- 
able to our times. But if we go 
through other prophetical books we 
discover similar language directed 
only to the Israelitic people. Their 
country was overrun many times 
by their enemies, 

But how about this written by 
the same Isaias (Chapter XLV, 


shall not. be founded and you shal) 
be aShamed for ever and ever.” 


In the New Testament we learn 
that God rejected Israel because it 
had rejected° His Messias. Those 
words are misinterpreted in the 
same manner in which the words of 
St. Paul are, when he supposedly 
assures Christians that they will 
be saved “with an eternal salva- 
tion” if they will only believe. 
Those texts must all be explained 
in the light of other clear texts. 
There would be no sense in using 
the Bible as a whole if there are 
only a few texts of it that have 
any significance in relation to the 
salvation of man. 


In Verse 22 of this 45th chapter 
we read: “Be converted to me and 
you shall be saved, all ye ends of 
the earth; for I am God, and there 
is no other.” 

But in the 26th verse of this 
Chapter it would seem that salva- 
tion is again exclusive to Israel: 


“In the Lord shall all the seed of 


Israel be justified and praised.” 


Parts of the world have suffered 
wars and famines and revolutions 
and devastation a hundred times 
since Christ. Those who are now 
interpreting prophecies relate them 
practically all to our times. 


HAT are “Gregorian Masses’? 
St. Gregory the Great, who 
occupied the Pontifical Chair from 
590 to 604, tells in his “dialogues” 
that he caused thirty Masses to be 
said on thirty consecutive days for 
the repose of the soul of Justus, a 
monk who had died in the Convent 
of St. Andrew on Mt. Coelius in 
Rome. At the end of the thirtieth 
Mass the deceased appeared to his 
biother Copiosus, who had as- 
sisted him as a physician in his last 
iliness, and announced that he had 
been delivered from the flames of 
purgatory. 

In their “Lives of the Saints” the 
Bollandists also tell us that on the 
thirtieth day St. Gregory was him-

Revolution, traces of it still exist 
in many places. In a number of old 
Churches, altars dedicated to St. 
Gregory and the Poor Souls are to 
be found. Paintings which once 
surmounted those altars, and may 
now be seen in museums and pri- 
— collections, attest the same 
act. 


The obligation of having thirty 
Gregorian Masses said for every 
deceased member may be found in 
the Constitutions of several Reli- 
gious Orders. The Carmelités, Do- 
minicans, Nuns of ‘the Visitation, 
and others follow this custom. A 
very old edition of the Dominican 
Missal has special prayers for Gre- 
gorian Masses. We read in the life 
of St. Vincent Ferrer that he had 
thirty Masses said for his sister 
and saw her delivered from purga- 
tory. 

Pope Benedict XIII extolled the 
pious practice. In a sermon he 
preached in 1720 in the Cathedral 
of Benevento, of which he was then 
Archbishop, he said: “The reason 
of the special utility of this custom 
lies in the merits of St. Gregory, 
who obtains by the great efficacy 
of his prayers the satisfactory 
virtue for these thirty Masses.” The 
devotion to the Poor Souls which 
has grown considerably in our days 
has céhtributed to revive the tren- 
tal of Masses among the faithful.

Archbishop Says U.S. Treason 


Stems From Godless Education 


Washington —(NC)— The “trail 
of treason” in the United States 
leads directly to educational insti- 
tutions “which dissociated all real 
knowledge from the source of 
truth, God,” the Catholic Theologi- 
cal Society of America was told at 
its convention here. 


Archbishop Patrick A. O’Boyle of 
Washington declared that those 
prosecuted within the last year for 
the most serious crimes against 
American security “have been, 
without exception, persons endow- 
ed with great intellectual ability 
and attainments.” But, he said, if 
theology, the study of God and his 
relations with men, is not the cen- 
ter of learning, “that learning will 
destroy man rather than benefit 


7 


him.’ 


“The evils of our day are not 
the result of coneupiseence*of the 
flesh or the unruly baser passions 
of human nature,” the Archbishop 
continued, “but the perversion of 
the intellect, the deliberate and 
cunning attempt to destroy man’s 
regard for God, The evils which 
face us are not those created by 
men who succumbed to a particular 
sin, but those who have boldly at- 
tempted to abolish sin by abolish- 
ing all allegiance to the Creator. 


“It is a sad and dismaying situ- 
ation when we reflect that this na- 
tion must protect itself and justi- 
fiably feels itself threatened by 
the intellectuals, by those whom it 
formerly considered its elite guard. 
Within the last year, those who 
have been apprehended and prose- 
cuted for the most serious crimes 
against our security—which is now 
that of Christian civilization—have 
been, without exception, persons

endowed with great intellectual 
ability and attainments. Their ap- 
prehension and prosecution was 


possible only by the resurgence and 
triumph of Christian values in 
those who had turned from their 
path of infamy. 


“This trail of treason leads di- 
rectly to those institutions of 
learning which dissociated all real 
knowledge from the source of 
truth, God, institutions which eith- 
er disregarded theology as an out- 
moded myth or relegated it to a 
minor position among speculative 
studies.” 


Archbishop O’Boyle, welcoming 
the delegates at a Pontifical Mass 
he celebrated in St, Patrick’s 
Church, said that “theology alone 
can offer the solution to our prob- 
lems and render us the inspiration 
necessary to resconstruct a Chris- 
tian civilization.” 


“Theology does not offer an op- 
portunistic and easy escape—it of- 
fers the solution by remedying the 
causes of evils which lie in the 
consciences of men,” he continued. 
“Theology also offers to men the 
means whereby they may rise to 
the heights of their supernatural 
destiny and in so doing, lead their 
ee aa to the same exhalted 
end. , 


“The constructive, supra-nation- 
al concepts and aims of the great 
Catholic lay leaders in France, 
Germany, and — are proof of 
what applied Catholic theology can 
mean for the present and future of 
nations.”

Ousted Religious 
Resided Near The 


Yugoslav Border 


Hungarian Reds Cite 
Ordinance Calling For 
30 Mile ‘Safety Zone’ 


Vienna — (NC) — Practically all 
the 1,000 Religious ousted from 
their monasteries and c@hvents by 
the Hungarian Reds resided near 
the Yugoslav border, it is evident 
from full details received here of 
the mass expulsions, 

In carrying out the expulsions 
the Hungarian police cited an ors 
dinance which called for a 25 to 
80 mile “safety zone” along the 
Yugoslav frontier. The Religious 
were considered “unreliable,” the 
police said, and therefore had to 
be moved. 

Even those Religious priests en¢ 
gaged in parish work were ousted, 
The result is that a number of par- 
ishes along the frontier are now 
without priests. 


The expulsions were carried out 
on the night of June 9 without 
warning. The number of monks 
ousted is givén as 322, The numa 
ber of nuns deported is estimated 
at 600. 


Hungarian “security” policé 
climbed over walls and fences t 
enter the convents of the nuns, i 
is reported. At some places they 
did not bother to ring the door 
bell but broke inte windows or 
broke down doors, 


The nuns and monks were gen- 
erally given only a half hour to 
get ready for deportation. They 
were not permitted to take any 
blankets -or bedding and only. a 
maximum of ten pounds of per- 
sonal belongings. At some placeg 
the Religious were searched and 
such things as note books, prayer 
books, holy pictures, and identi- 
fication cards were taken from 
them. 

The treatment genérally accord- 
ed the Religious was that of 
criminals, it is said, 

They were hauled away in tar- 
paulin-covered trucks like cattle, 
the reports state. Many of the 
trucks had no benches and the 
Religious were forced to stand for 
the long journey to the “concen- 
tration” monasteries. The trucks 
stopped for rest periods only every 
six or eight hours. The Religious 
were not permitted to take along 
food, nor were they given any 


jalong the way. 


When the monks and nuns 
arrived at the new monasteries and 
convents, it was discovered that the 
heads of these hquses had received 
no notification Kat they were to 
house additional Religious and 
consequently had no accommoda- 
tions for them,

Building Boom Ignores Average 
Income Families With Children 


Washington —(NC)— Families 
with two or more children in the 
average income bracket are the 
forgotten ones in America’s cur- 
i record-smashing homebuilding 
oom, 


Almost 1,700,000 families with 
two or more children have annual 
incomes of between $3,000 and 
$4,000, according to Administrator 
Raymond M. Foley of the Housing 
and Home Finance Administration. 
These may be considered in the 
average income range, since Cen- 
sus Bureau estimates for 1948, the 
latest available, given the income 
of the average (median) family 
as $3,200 


These families, according to an 
analysis by Mr. Foley, need fam- 
ily-size houses and apartments 
with 3 to 4 bedrooms and sale 
prices of $6,000 to $10,000, or rents 
of $55 to $80 a month. A survey 
of housing statistics and other 
data by N.C.W.C, News Service in- 
dicates that their chances of find- 
ing new facilities meeting these 
requirements are rather slim. 


Federal Housing Administration 


figures for 1949 show that only 25 


per cent of FHA rental units with 
3 bedrooms or more rented for 
under $80, the maximum rental 
such families ¢an afford. And 37 
per cent of rental housing with 3 
or more bedrooms rented for $100 
up. 

Less than 15 per cent. of FHA 
houses had 6 to 9 rooms (a 3- 


tion for a 7 


bedroom house ordinarily would 
have at least 6 rooms), and the 
median valuation of homes of this 
size is above the $10,000 niaximum 
cited by Mr. Foley. The median 
valuation for a 6-room house is 
$10,567, while the median valua- 
to 9-room house is 
$14,591. Included in the valuation 


besides the house are all other 
physical improvements, and land. 
Room size excludes bathrooms, 
closets and halls, but not kitchens. 


Moreover, the percentage of sin- 
gle family new houses with six 
rooms has dropped steadily from 
20.9 in 1946 to 13.8 last year (un- 
der a new program), while those 
with 7 to 9 rooms have yet to rise 
to one per cent of the total houses 
erected. 


Mr. Foley, the Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator, says 
that the key to the problem of 
housing for families “is cost; cost 
is too a h in relation to their in- 
come.” Illustrating this point is the 
FHA figure for the average an- 
nual effective income of new-home 
buyers in 1949-—$4,285.

The ‘Church in Korea is also 
unique in the fact that it was 
founded by a layman and not a 
priest. 


Introduced in Korea in 1784 
Catholicism underwent wave after 
wave of persecution for almést one 
solid century. In that time three 
Bishops, eleven priests and an esti- 
mated 8,000 died for their faith. 


‘In 1925 Pope Pius XI beatified 76 


of these martyrs. One of the first 
Bishops able to work with freedom 
in the country, Bishop Gustave 
Mutel, chose as his motto: “Florete 
Flores Martyrum” (“May the 
martyrs’ flowers bloom’).

When workmen began lowering 
the floor of the former crypt, 
which was low, dark and poorly 
ventilated and lighted, their picks 
soon struck cornices of old pagan 
mausoleums in an ancient burial 
ground. This lead Vatican archi- 
tects and archaeologists on a 
search which has produced the 
wonders of which the world an- 
xiously waits to hear the full 
story.

Because of the very close asso- 
ciation of the Study Club, Family 
Life and Library and Literature 
programs, Mrs. Petrilli has had 
us combine our efforts this past 
year. This has been a most suc- 
cessful venture. 

We pooled our monetary allow- 
ance to give us a larger working 
account for the literature that we 
have needed in carrying out our 
respective programs. It has en- 
abled us to purchase a greater 
amount of literature to display 
and sell at the meetings that we 
have attended. These sales have 
amounted to well over $500.00. 

We have also found that in pre- 
senting our program to the Rosary 
sodalities, we were able to contact 
many more women than when at- 
tending only the district and dean- 
ery meetings. 

For myself, as deanery chair- 
man of Library-Literature, my 
chief project has been books for 
children. I feel that cultivatin 
in our children a love for cane 
reading will also cause our future 
generation to have that same love. 
“As the twig is bent, so shall the 
tree grow.”

Joint Report Of Legion Of 
Mary In Ft. Wayne Diocese 


Three Curiae of the Legion of 
Mary exist within the diocesan 
area of Fort Wayne: South Bend 
Curia with eleven Praesidia, Fort 
Wayne Curia with nine Praesidia, 
and Lake County Curia with eight 
Praesidia. All united to give a 
combined report for Bishop Noll’s 
Jubilee. 


In each of the twenty-eight 
praesidia, Legionaries are engaged 
in active apostolic work under the 
direction of the pastor or a priest 
appointed by him. These works 
include:

When special interest is shown, 
they are given “Father Smith 
Instructs Jackson,” and placed on 
a reguiar mailing list for Our 
Sunday Visitor and other Catholic 
literature.
